
REMARKS 




Applicants hereby elect to prosecute composition claims of Group VI, in the present 
application (Claims 1-16, 21-23 and 28). 

In addition, Applicants have cancelled claim 28. Applicants have done so because they 
believe that claim 28 would be more appropriately grouped with the claims of Group V, and will 
chose to prosecute claim 28 when the claims of Group V are elected. 

The Examiner has also requested a species election. In response, Applicants elect the 
following: 

(a) for the specific biologically active substance the peptide of claim 1 1 wherein Y 
represents DLeu and Z represents NH-C 2 H 5 ; 

(b) for the specific polymer the polymer of claim 8; 

(c) for the weight-average molecular weight of the polymer, the range of claim 9; and 

(d) for the hydroxynaphthoic acid, the acid of claim 4. 

No amendment of inventorship is necessitated by this election.
